_ Board of Trade President’s Views. 


{ Reuters Service. ) 
London, May 11. 

_ Mr. Baldwin (President of the Board of Trade), introducing the 
Board of Trade estimates in the House of Commons, reviewed world 
trade. He said that thore was nothing in the condition of the British 
Dominions, the United States, South America, Holland, Scandinavis, 
and Spain to prevent them from sgain largely baying. He regarded 
with apprehension the increases in tariffs, especially in France, Tialy. 
Spain, and the United States, but was confident that we would hold 
our own in thé Dominions, owing to the generous preference. 

A forther disquieting fenture wasthe attempted diseriminstion 
by certain maritime countries against British shipping. He hoped 
that the Motherland and the Dominions would confer concerning 
this before it was to late. 

; If the restoration of Europe were delayed, we must intensively 
develop inter-imperial trade and push into Eastern and South 
American markets. British industries.had mostly liquidated their 
- ‘Stocks which had accumulated after the short post-war boom, but a 
reduction in taxation was essential to the resumption of business. 

Mr. Baldwin said that the coal trade alone had reached an 
economic level. It was the oaly trade where exports were of some- 
thing bike the pre-war average; but unfortunately, there was no 
great demand for industrialcoa!, which was not likely to revive till 
trade generally began to imnprove. 

1 The iron and steel trade was having a most difficult time, and 
- was unlikely.to teach a paving position for some time, as ‘the world 
was convinced that bottom prices had no: yet been reached. 

The wooltrade was comparatively cheerful, notably in yarns 
and piece-goods : but the growth of tariffs abroad was injurious. 

Gradual Improvement Anticipated. 

On the other ‘side of the picture, our productive power was 
greater than ever, while London remeined the world’s financial 
centre. Mr. Baldwia quoted the percentages of exports. since 1913, 
showing that we wera slowly climbing out of the appalling pit into 
which we fell on tha collapse of the post-war boom, and giving real 
hope that we were on the eve of a better time. He forecasted 
that trade would continue toshow a gradual improvement, but all 
classes must co-operate in production. , : 

Lancashire was viewing with alarm the increase of duties in 
India. He hoped that, the labours of the Indian fiscal commission, 
which was studying the whole question, would bring some cor fort 
to British manufacturers. 

Summing up the world’s markets, Mr. Baldwin said they saw 
little sign of rapidly-increasing trade in the Dominions; they saw 

> in Todia difficulties placed in she way by tariff, by the fall of the 

i. pypee. and by unliquidated stocks; they saw Japan in financial 
troubles and Chins in political troubles; but they saw in South 
‘America signs of improvement, alao atmilar signs in the United 
States. . 

Mr. Baldwin added that the cotton trade had to contend with 
many difficulties which had arisen largely from the that fact their

Col. Repinzton’s war-book meade | 


some stir by its outspokenness. 
His new volume, “After the War: 
A Diary” {Constoble, 218.) is 
marked by similar characteristics.

The author's interviews with

Some Optical Delusions. . 
At the Old Palace, Chester, 
Bishop Mercer delivered an 
instructive lecture upon “ What 
itis we actually sze.” 

Bishop Mercer stated that he 
had read a good deal. of meta- 
physics in his time, and he really 
did “onder at times where ¥ 
was; whether he was the on!

Our ordin- 
ary humdrum hfe day after. day 
seemed so “on the top” as 1b 
were, but underneath thera were 
depths and depths, and they 
simply contd not come to any 
bottem What did we actually 
sea when we ware looking outon 
the world? He was not going to 
be metspbysical in giving the 
answer, but was coing to take ths 
ordinary standpoint of modern 
science, which speaks in tarms of 
what we call force, matter and 
energy, and matter more particu. 
larly. He would suppose thera 
is & thing called ether, and would 


.| take it for granted that it is soma- 


thing that has waves in it; that 
Can carry waves.- What those 
waves might be he did not know. 
He would assumo that light—the 
sense of light—~—was aroused in 
them by waves or unodalations 
in this marvellous medium, called 
ether. He expected they thought 
when thoy’ were looking at bim 
that they saw bim. They ware 
absolutely mistaken, and could 
not be further away from the 
fect. The only thing they saw was 
wave motion in the ether. They 
never saw the rea! thing, they 
simply ssw some wave motion 
that was sent back to them from 
the thing they imagined they 
were looking at. There is no such 
thing aslight in Nature without 
an eye to interpret undolation 
with that kind of sensation we 
called the sensation of light. The 
world, from the point of view of 
Nght and darkness, is a place 
with no light in it at all, apsrt 
from eyes, which somehow or 
other tarned undulation into the 
sensation of light. It was a very 
startling thing if they reflected 
Gpop it for a moment. 

Webody sees anythiug: all they 
see are Undulations of the ether 
sent back from an objec: to their 
eyes and then interpreted in the 
sensation of colour or light.” As 
an instduce be mentioned the 
mirages seen by travellers ia the 
deserts. Poor thirsty, _ worn 
travellers saw palm trees away 
on the horizon, and they koew 
that where there wore palm trees 
there . was, water. Thes 
went towards it, and the whole 
thibg vanished. Those observers 
bad no possible way of knowing 
that those were not real frees; 
they had every possible appaar- 
ance of being the actual thing. 
What did the traveller see ? Siin- 
ply reflected rays of light,.aod 
they gave him a full-blooded 
eppesrance of @ palm grove, and 
yet there was nothiog there! 
That was an illustration of what 
he meant when he ssid that when 
we are looking at a thing we saw 
nothing but the light that was. 
reflected from it. A large par- 
ceotage of the most wanderful 
conjuring tricks were macaged 
by mirrors. bey saw a body 
suspended io the air, and a hoop 
was passed over it to shew it was 
not suspended by anything; peo- 
ple thought they were looking at 
the body. They were doing 
notking of the kind; they yere 
looking at the reflection in“ the 
mirrors. When soyone played a 
piano the notes maved the keys, 
which caused the wires to vibrate, 
which ia their turo caused vibra- 
tions in the air.

Etber infuitely 
more subtle than -that, ard 
Hght rays travelled through it at 
over 186,030 miles per second.

CHINESE. - 


Considering that the British 
Government some two months 
ago appointed a committse to 
investigate the proposed alloca- 
tion of the Boxer indemnity to the 
education of Chinese students, 
the utility of the questions that 
are being fired of in Parliament 
is not sltogether apparent. 
Generally, these representations 
bave been favourable ‘to the 
allocation. The -Istest intere 
locutor, Sir John Rees, takes the 
contra side, and he certainly 
showed some ground for inter- 
posing, being anxious that the 
British taxpayer sball be con- 
sidered. Numerous writers— 
some of whoa, by the way, 
eppear to be very imperfectly 
acquainted with the question— 
hava been urging the Govern- 


ment to make the grant upon 


commercial grounds. Others. 
perhaps, have been carried away 
by sentimentalism in the form of 
the prevailing. sympathy for 
Chins,” which at least helps to 
relieve the suggestion of a purely 
self-interested motive. Converse- 
ly, there is point ic Sir John 
Rees’ argument that the heavily- 
burdened British taxpayer should 
not be saddled with the cost of 
educating Chinese students. 

Tho familiar reagon for making 
the grant is that other tations 
are 80 acting, particularly Amari- 
ca. On this matter an entire 
misapprehension exists widely. 
We believe we are correct in 
saying that America has never 
provided a singla cant. out of 
Boxer fands forthe education of 
Chinese in the sense that Britain 
is invited to do.

Government: a Model

INTERESTING STATEMENT BY THE 
BOARD OF COMMONICATIONS. 
Peking, Aprit-26. 
The following statame.tt regard- 
ing the treatmant given to 
Chineso Government railway 
employees has baen issued by the 
Ministry of Coramunicstions: 
Fram time to time the public 
bas been kept informed of the 
prozressivaness of the Ministry 
of Communications as well as the 
improvements on the Chinese 
Governmant Railways, bot it is 
not so well known that the 
thousands of amployees of these 
railways are liberally treated’ by 
thair employars. . : 
‘The Chiness system of railrray 
accounting has been highly com- 
mended by a London expert and 
he has advised the South African 
Government to sdopt is in its 
entirety. Botween 1915 and 1919 
the railway revenues increased 
from fifty-seven to eighty-thres 
million dollars, while the op2rat- 
tog expsnsas for the correspond- 
ing period increased from thirty 
to only thirty-eight million 
dollars, - 
Such a satisfactory res is 
due no doubt to the Ip: co- 
operation of the railway em- 


ployees, and in turn they hevel. 


beep encouraged by the Minustry 
of Communications to do their 
best. : 

For example, not oaly are rail- 
way training ‘schools provided 
but there ere also school for the 
education of the employees’ 
children. In this way both the 


fengzine-meo, let us say, and hia 


children are intellectually looked 
efter, and in the case of the skilled 
Isbourer this means that he is 
given fall opportunity to equip 
himself asa technician of a hetter 
class.

ed. Andthe way these men have 
responded thows that, given the 
incentiva to save and to be fragal, 
they will do so and will pot away 
their Savings in interest-bearing 
savings bank accounts. 

NEW SCHEMES AFUOT. 

The above are things which are 
already within the reach of every 
railway employer. In further 
encourazement of thess deserving 
employees, the Ministry of Com-

(1) A system of cooperative 
stores where the employees them- 
selves will be the shareholders as 
well as the customers.

helpleas or destitute.
